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SERVICE LITIGATION 
STATUS IS REVIEWED 


Important Developments Are 
Expected In Numerous 
Cases Pending 





NOCE CASE WILL COME UP 





ITH the convening of the United States 

Supreme Court and the Court of Claims 
during the month of October, important 
developments are expected in a number of 
service cases pending in both courts. The 
Noce Case involving credit for service at 
the Military Academy under the Act of 
1920 will come up in the Supreme Court. 
Ansell and Bailey will make a motion ask- 
ing for an advance in the time of hearing 
this case from that at which it would 
come up in the usual way on the calendar 
in the court. 

The attorneys will 
upon the importance of the decision to 
many officers in the Army. As a general 
rule the Supreme Court is inclined to give 
an early hearing to a case with such wide- 
spread interest as the Noce decision. 

The case affects five classes from West 
Point including 1917, 1918, 1920, 1921 and 
1922, or all of the Cadets who were gradu- 
ated from the Military Academy during the 
calendar years beginning 1917 and extend- 
ing to 1922. The legislation passed at 
last session which was intended to repeal 
the provision of the act of 1920, upon 
which the Noce decision was based will not 
be retroactive or affect the pay due under 
the decision up to the time that the Army 
appropriations bill was signed by the Presi-

The Court of Claims which convenes next 
Monday has three important service cases 
pending before it and some others will 
probably be filed at an early date. These 
are the Rockwood, the Navy Warrant Of- 
ficers and the Coffee cases. 

The Rockwood case involves about 700 
Army officers who under decision of the 
Comptroller General are receiving the pay 
of the fourth period and rental allowances 
for the third period. The Coffee case raises 
the question of the right of the Comptrol- 
ler General to deprive officers of rental al- 
lowances during the period of leaves pre- 
vious to their retirement or discharge from 
the service. Under it something like 1000 
officers who left the Service during the re- 
duction of the strength of the Army would 
receive rental allowances for about three 
months but the Comptroller General de- 
Prived them of it, contrary to what had 
been the practice of the Army for over 
fifty years. 

There are three separate cases affecting 
the commissioned chief, and warrant of- 
cers, pending before the Court of Claims.

COMPTROLLER DENIES DRILL PAY TO ALL 
ENLISTED NATIONAL GUARDSMEN OVER 45 


N a decision dated August 30, 1924, 
States in acting on the claim for armory drill pay of an enlisted man of the 
National Guard who was more than 45 years of age at the time of his enlist- 
ment, held that the enlistment in question having been contrary to law no pay 
was earned and that “his estate is not entitled to be paid pay for services under 


In his decision the Comptroller held as follows: 
that the Militia (all of the Militia) shall consist of able-bodied male citizens 
not more than 45 years of age, and section 58 that the National Guard class of 
Militia shall consist of ‘the regularly enlisted Militia between the ages of 
There is no exception contained in these pro- 
visions of law as there is in section 1116, Revised Statutes, and in the proviso 
of section 4 of the Act of March 2, 1899, 30 Stat., 978, with respect to the age 
limits for enlisting and reenlisting in the Regular Army. 

“The law is mandatory that enlisted men of the National Guard class of the 
Militia shall be ‘not more than forty-five years of age’ and those statutory pro- 
visions cannot be waived either on original enlistments or on reenlistments. 
January 5, 1921, having been contrary to law, he 
earned no pay and his estate is not entitled to be paid pay for services under 


In view of the fact that the National Guard is one of the three components 
of the Army of the United States, it is insisted in certain quarters that the same 
ruling governing enlistments in the Regular Army should apply as well to the 
National Guard. The Secretary of War will be asked to propose an amendment 
to the National Defense Act which will authorize the reenlistment of men 
between the ages of 45 and 64 years of age, and to validate payments heretofore 
made to enlisted men within these age limits.

NAVY GENERAL BOARD MEETS TO 
DEVELOP NEW SERVICE PROGRAM 





ITH Secretary Wilbur present, the 
General Board of the Navy began a 
study on September 30 which it is expected 
will give the Navy a policy to replace the 
Naval Program of 1916 abrogated by the 
treaties emanating from the Washington 
Arms Conference. The new policy will be 
the result of an exhaustive study, and will 
outline in detail what will be required to 
place the American Navy on the 5-5-3 ratio. 
Aviation was the first subject taken un- 
der consideration. Rear Adm. Wm. H. 
Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, was the first witness called before 
the Board. Although the Board has an- 
nounced no program for its procedure, it 
is known that it will call upon recognized 
authorities on aviation outside of as well 
as in the Navy. 

The suggestion that has been made in 
certain quarters that the General Board 
does not appreciate the importance of avia- 
tion is resented by its members. Charges 
that were made in a daily paper that a 
certain member of the Board had scoffed 
at the development in aviation brought. in- 
dignant denial at an informal conference 
of the members of the General Board last 
week. The conference was called to ar- 
range some of the details for the sessions 
of the Board, but the officer referred to 
consumed most of the time making it clear 
that nothing that he had ever said could 
be construed as questioning the necessity 
of developing an air force for the Navy. 

The sessions this week indicate that the 
study of the Board, as far as aviation is 
concerned, will develop along two lines: 

(1) Aviation material, including the 
types of planes required by the Fleet and 
the limitation of airplanes, present and fu- 
ture, 

(2) The personnel required for aviation 
in war as well as in peace. 


There has been a great deal of wild 


speculation and misinformation as to the 
flying radius of the present machines. It 
it understood that a careful study of the 
Army round-the-world flight will be made 


with the view of obtaining accurate data 
on the flying radius of at least one type of 
machine. The Fleet has a number of 
problems to work out in developing the 
types that will be required for an effective 
Naval air force. 

Some of these were brought out as the 
result of the last annual maneuvers in 
which the Naval air force participated. 
The Board, it is understood, will go into 
all material problems involved in an air 
force, as the limitation of airplanes is the 
foundation on which the whole force will 
rest. 

In the matter of personnel the Board 
will outline a program which will in- 
clude the required peace and war strength 
of an air force. 

It is recognized that up to this time no 
fixed policy has been adopted as to the 
strength that will be required for an air 
force. From the preliminary discussion it 
is evident that the Board must determine 
whether the Navy should depend entirely 
on the regulay personnel for the flying force 
or build up an aviation reserve by which 
the air force of the Navy could be expanded 
in the event of war. 

It goes without saying, observers assert, 
that the Board will take up the question 
of the relation between an air force and 
battleships at great length. All of the 
phases of this question will be discussed, 
and the General Board will go on record for 
a definite program. 


FRIENDS URGE ADMIRAL 
STITT’S REAPPOINTMENT 


HE friends of Rear Adm. Edward R. 

Stitt refuse to accept his declaration 
that he is not a candidate for another term 
as Surgeon General as final, although they 
have not succeeded in persuading him to 
be an active candidate. Admiral Stitt has 
stated that if he is reappointed he will 
serve. He regards it the duty of every 
officer to serve wherever he is assigned. 
The attitude of the Service in general to- 
ward the reappointment of Admiral Stitt 
is a high compliment to his administration.

FIGHT FOR NAVY POLICY 


PHANS for Navy Day on October 27 are 

advancing daily, according to a recent 
statement from the Navy League of the 
United States, in which the names of the 
celebration committee chairmen throughout 
the United States are given. It is said 
that a particular effort will be made to 
draw the nation’s attention to the need of 
a definite Navy policy. 

The celebration is indorsed by the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of Navy. Naval 
officers wherever stationed are authorized 
to support and co-operate with the Navy 
League and the other patriotic bodies cele- 
brating the day. 

In addition to the Navy League the 
American Legion, the Veterans of Foreign 
Wurs, many chambers of commerce, Ro- 
tary, Kiwanis and other groups have 
pledged their aid. A number of patriotic 
women’s societies, including the Daughters 
of the American Revolution and the Daugh- 
ters of 1812 will also take an active part. 

It is the policy of the Navy League to 
support the recommendations of the Gen- 
eral Board and the Naval authorities. 

The General Board, since the Arms Oon- 
ference, it is said, has had no comprehensive 
program to be presented to the publie mind. 
Under the budget system it has not been 
authorized to submit a program to replace 
the 1916 program, “$1 a general way offi- 
cers, either in the hearing before Congres- 
sional committees or in public addresses, 
have called attention to the deficiencies in 
the Navy. 

Committees have been formed by the 
Navy League and other patriotic organiza- 
tions for carrying on the work of acquaint- 
ing the public with the Navy throughout 
the United States. Governors of States, 
members of the Senate and House, and 
leaders in both the business and social 
world have agreed to serve on the National 
Committee.

Demonstrations of Latest 
Ordnance Developments 
Are Given 


SMOKE SCREEN FEATURE 





APPROXIMATELY 700 persons repre- 

senting the Army Ordnance Associa- 
tion, the American ‘Institute of Chemical 
Engineers, the Institute of Makers of Ex- 
plosives. and the National Defense Section, 
A.S.M.E., participated in the sixth annual 
meeting of the Army Ordnance Association 
which was held at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, Md., on October 3, which was 
featured by the demonstration of the latest 
development made by the Chemical War- 
fare Service, including an exhibition of 
smoke screens, formed by the use of bombs, 
shell, tanks and airplanes and firings with 
white phosphorus rifle grenades. 

Other demonstrations were the laying 
of a smoke barrage and firing of shrapnel 
by a battery of the 6th Field Artillery, 
Fort Hoyle, Md., firings with the 3-inch 
gun by a battery of the 61st Coast Artil- 
lery troops from Fort Monroe, Va., at a 
sleeve target towed by an airplane manned 
by officers of the Air Service from Langley 
Field; and an exhibit of Air Service mate- 
rial at the Aviation Field and the drop- 
ping of bombs by airplanes manned by Air 
Service personnel, Another interesting ex- 
hibit was that of the Fixed Nitrogen Re- 
search Laboratory, Department of Agricul- 
ture, showing the layout for the new proc- 
ess of Synthetic Ammonia production.

CHAMPAGNE MONUMENT 
DEDICATED IN FRANCE 


MONUMENT to the French and 

Americans who served in the Fourth 
French Army during the Great War was 
dedicated September 26 in the Champagne, 
where this army served. The site on which 
it stands is the low hill which was the 
location of the famous Navarin Farm, from 
which an excellent view of the treeless 
four vears’ battlefield can be had in every 
direction. 

The monument has a sixty-foot base of 
rose granite, upon the top of which are two 
figures of Infantrymen and one of a Cav- 
alryman. Of the Infantrymen one is a 
grenade thrower and the other carries a 
machine gun. The last has the features 
of Quentin Roosevelt, in order to typify 
the American spirit dominating the three 
American divisions—the 42d, the 36th and 
the 2d—which served at various times in 
the Fourth Freneh Army. 

The monument is complete, except the 
interior of the erypt, which will be covered 
with marble plaques of a uniform model but 
of different sizes and costs, placed there by 
such families as may wish to immortalize 
their dead killed in action in the Cham- 
pagne, 

The money necessary to erect the monu- 
ment was raised in France and America, 
primarily amongst the men and their fami- 
lies who served at one time or another in 
the Champagne. The amount consisted of 
more than 650,000 franes. 

General Henri Joseph Eugene Gouraud. 
now the Military Governor of Paris and 
a member of the Superior Council of War, 
who commanded the Fourth French Army, 
in his dedicatory address gave a complete 
history of the combats in the Champagne 
ond particularly of the great battle of 
July 15 and 16, 1918, when the last great 
German assault was stopped, and, as a con- 
sequence, the initiative which the Germans 
had held from shortly after the close of the 
first Marne, was wrested from them for 
good and the way opened to that series of 
attacks which only terminated with the 
Armistiee. 

In speaking of this combat the General 
paid tribute to the work of the American 
troops under his command, and spoke of his 
joy in seeing among the reenforcements 
sent by Marshal Petain one day at the end 
of June, “That fine 42d American Infantry 
Division which was to take so great a part 
in the battle by our side.” 

The General praised the subsequent work 
of the 36th Division in the Champagne of 
the 2d Division in their successful and gal- 
lant assault upon Mont Blane and the work 
done by the American men and women of 
the Ambulance and THlospital Services. 

The French Government was represented 
by Mr. Jacques Dumesnil, Minister of the

HE veterans of the First and Fifth Di- 

visions, A.E.F., unite today in a parade 
to do honor to the members of the First 
Division who died in the World War. Both 
Division Associations are holding simulta- 
neous reunions in Washington, D. C., from 
October 3-5 and will take part in the dedi- 
cation ceremonies and unveiling exercises 
at the First Division monument just south 
of the State War and Navy Building in 
the National Capital. 

Major Gen. Charles P. Summerall, war- 
time commander of the First Division, who 
until recently was in command of the Ha- 
waiian Department, is in general charge 
of the ceremonies. 

According to announcement, Major Gen. 
Hanson FE. Ely, commandant of the Army 
War College. who commanded the Fifth 
Division in the Meuse-Argonne and in the 
Army of Oecupation, will lead the parade.

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CRISIS LOOMS AS MANY 
NAVY OFFICERS RESIGN 


HE acceptance by the Secretary of the 

Navy of four resignations on September 
30 calls attention to the wholesale resigna- 
tions that have occurred and are pending 
since July 1. In the line and the staff 56 
resignations have been accepted since July 
1. In addition to these, 24 are pending and 
will be accepted in the near future, ac 
cording to report. 

This brings the total separation from the 
Service, due to resignations, up to SO off- 
cers. This includes commissioned chief and 
warrant officers who have a little larger 
than their percentage of resignations.

NOTES FROM THE BATTLE FLEET 


[By Air Mail] 





HE U.S.S. Gold Star, which has been 

ordered to duty as station ship at 
Guam, left the Navy Yard, Puget Sound, 
for the Navy Yard, Mare Island, Cali- 
fornia, on September 19. ‘The U.S.S. Gold 
Star will have emergency repairs made to 
her refrigerating apparatus and will leave 
San Francisco on October 1 for Guam via 
Honolulu. A large number of officers and 
and their families will be transported via 
the Gold Star. 





HE U.S.S. Whippoorwill, attached to 

Mine Squadron Two at Honolulu, left 
on September-15 for Howland and Baker 
Islands to continue the scientific research 
expedition. This expedition, in charge of 
Lt. Comdr, S. W. King, U.S.N., and ac- 
companied by a number of scientists, has 
been making a complete scientific investi- 
gation of the Islands in the vicinity of 
Hawaii.

The officers and men of the 
Battle Fleet were entertained most hos- 











pitably during the stay in San Francisco. 


The officers were given the privileges of 
the Bohemian, University, Olympic, Pre. 
sidio and Clairmont Golf Clubs. 

San Francisco is particularly well likeg 
by the officers and men of the Battle Flee 
as a liberty port. During the past month 
the weather has been delightful and liberty 
boats have had no difficulty in running at 
any time of the day or night.

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HE recent disposition on the part of 

the Comptroller General to review cases 
an be attributed to the efforts that have 
heen made to defend the Services in the 
eurts. In his interview printed in the 
jast issue Of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
the Comptroller General makes a proposi- 
tion which, on its face, appears to be fair 
and to give the members of the Services 
an opportunity to present their grievances. 
This would be a quicker way of securing 
adjudication of the claims of the Services 
than by going to the Court of Claims. 


SHOULD FIGHT FOR FAIR DEAL 

T the same time, the Services should be 

ready to go into the Court of Claims 
in the event that they can not see what 
appears to be a fair deal from the Comp- 
troller General. In this connection, the 
committee of Naval officers to test the 
rights of the Comptroller General to check 
them for dependent allowances is proceed- 
ing along the proper lines. If this com- 
mittee can find a way to question the con- 
stitutionality of the law under which his 
office is created it will give the Services real 
relief from the oppressive _measures of 
the Comptroller General. It is to be hoped 
that no mistake has been made in bringing 
this suit so that the court will pass upon 
the question of constitutionality of the 
act. It is not as easy as it might appear 
to force an issue in the courts on the con- 
stitutionality of the act of an executive 
oficer. This, no doubt, accounts for the 
caution that has been exercised by the at- 
torneys in bringing this suit. 

But officers and enlisted men who have 
daims should not wait the outcome of this 
suit. If the constitutionality of the act is 
raised it is apt to be a year or so before 
a final decision can be reached in the Su- 
preme Court. After the decision is ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia it must go to the Court 
of Appeals of the District of Columbia be- 
fore it can reach the Supreme Court of 
the United States. Cases do not go direct 
from the District of Columbia courts to 
the Supreme Court of the United States as 
from the Court of Claims. 

It will be a slower process than an 
action brought in the Court of Claims. 
The process through the Court of Claims 
is sow enough, but the other channel is 
very much slower. It requires two appeals 
instead of one before a final decision is 
reached. Then the Supreme Court takes 
longer to render a decision on the consti- 
tutionality of an Act of Congress than it 
does on a case that is appealed from the 
Court of Claims. 


SERVICE PLAY CENSORSHIP 

JEITHER the War or Navy Depart- 
**‘ ments are inclined to participate in the 
agitation against certain plays that are be- 
ing produced in New York which, from re- 
ports, are objectionable to the Services. 
Except in strictly military and Naval af- 
fairs the War and Navy Departments are 
ommitted to a policy of non-interference 
vith local authorities. 

The War Department and Navy Depart- 
Ment are busily engaged in maintaining 
forces for national defense. Both the Sec- 
rary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy are more concérned with the attitude 
{the Director of the Budget and Congress 
ward the estimates for the maintaining 
‘fan adequate Army and Navy than main- 
ining a censorship on plays and public 
musements. Of course, if the policy of 
te War and Navy Departments is attacked 
te Secretaries of War and Navy will 
tke proper steps to defend it. From the 
torts to the Departments there is nothing 
athe play being produced on Broadway 
tht attacks the general policy of the War 
aul Nayy Departments.

BIGGER ARMY APPROPRIATIONS 


THE friends of the National Guard, the 

the Organized Reserves and the Citi- 
%ts’ Military Training Camp may as well 
tepare to make an appeal to Congress 
t larger appropriations if an adequate 
Mogram is to be obtained for the next 
Jear’s training camp. The War Depart- 
tent asked for a moderate increase over 
he ov ah appropriations, in its report to 

hief of Budget, but it is extremely

doubtful whether even this will be sent to 
Congress. The Director of the Budget is 
out again this year for un economy record, 
and he will cut these items as he did the 
Navy appropriations. 

Instead of a_ reduction, even if the 
strength of the National Guard, the Or- 
ganized Reserves and the C. M. T. C, is 
not increased, the estimate this year should 
exceed the appropriation of last year. The 
Regular Army, National Guard, the Or- 
ganized Reserves and the C. M. T. C. have 
been using surplus material that was pro- 
duced during the War. 

By this system the appropriations have 
been kept below what they. would be nor- 
mally if all of the expenses of the Army 
of the United States had been appropriated 
for each year. The time has arrived when 
larger appropriations for ordnance and 
other supplies must be made for the Regu- 
lar Army and the other components if the 
training program is to be maintained. 

As was stated im an issue several weeks 
ago, the Militia Bureau was forced to is- 
sue orders stopping the recruiting of the 
National Guard on account of lack of 
funds. The War Department was not able 
to accept the services of Reserve officers 
who desired to take training last year. 
Probably double the number of Reserve 
officers would have been in camp last year 
if the funds had been available. The C. 
M. T. C. was restricted on account of a 
lack of funds. Thousands of young men 
who wanted to attend the camp were re- 
fused because of the lack of funds. The 
Government has not been accepting the 
volunteers for these activities, with the 
result that the entire development of the 
Army of the United States is being re- 
tarded. 

To meet this situation, for which the 
Democrats even more than the Republicans 
are responsible, non-partisan pressure must 
be brought upon Congress. It is not too 
early for the preparedness forces to or- 
ganize for the contest. 


ARMY QUARTERS 


LL of the 4th Cavalry except the 1st 
Squadron, now at Fort Meade, S. D., 
have been ordered to proceed from MeIn- 
tosh, Texas, to Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo. by 
rail. This, it is stated, does not indicate 
that there is to be a general movement of 
troops from the Mexican border. The War 
Department will continue to maintain the 
Second Infantry Division and the First 
Cavalry Division in the Eighth Corps, 
where they will be available fer service on 
the border. While Mexico is in a peace- 
ful condition, according to the reports at 
present, there never will be a time when 
a force of regulars will not be needed to 
stabilize conditions along the border. 

The transfer of part of the Fourth Cav- 
alry to Fort D. A. Russell is in line with 
the policy of occupying all of the perma- 
nent quarters available for units of the 
Regular Army that are in good condition. 
Fort D. A. Russell is a brigade post and 
there is plenty of room for additional 
troops at that post. It is expected that 
there will be some other transfers where 
it is possible to secure additional quarters 
for the Regular Army without an expen- 
diture of any funds. 

What the War Department is planning, 
is to go before Congress with the state- 
ment that all of the available posts are 
not occupied and still there are not suf- 
ficient quarters and barracks for the Regu- 
lar Army. This, it is believed, will assist 
the Department in securing legislation for 
more adequate and better quarters for 
Regular troops. Provisions for better quar- 
ters and barracks .for the Regular Army 
will be the most pressing question before 
Congress when the hearings of the Army 
bills are conducted. 


NAVY EQUALIZATION BILL 


[FORMAL conferences on the bill for 

the equalization between the line and 
the staff are being held in the Navy De- 
partment. An effort will be made before 
Congress convenes to harmonize the ele- 
ments in the Navy Department so a united 
front can be presented when the House 
Committee on Naval affairs takes up the 
bill upon the convening of Congress in 
December. 

When the committee adjourned last ses- 
sion Chairman Butler of the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs announced that 
the equalization bill would be taken up at 
the first meeting of the committee in the 
next session. The equalization bill vir- 
tually is on the House Committee’s calendar 
as unfinished business and will come up 


automatically when the Committee meets. 

The equalization bill would have passed 
both Houses last session and would now 
be a law if it had not been for the dif- 
ferences between Naval officers who ap- 
perred before the Committee when the hear 
ings on the bill were conducted. Admiral 
Washington, when the bill was originally 
propesed in. the Navy Department, was 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation and in- 
dorsed the bill. 

But before it came up in Congress he 
was succeeded by Rear Adm. Andrew 
Long, who went before the Committee and 
opposed the bill in the form that it had 
been sent to Congress by the Navy Depart- 
ment. He was supported in his opposition 
to the measure by a number of high rank- 
ing officers as well as a number of officers 
from the Construction Corps. 

With the Chief of the Personnel Bureau 
of the Navy opposed to the bill, naturally 
the Senate and House Committees hesi- 
tated to make favorable reports. Aside 
from this, both Committees were busy with 
other legislation and did not take up the 
equalization bill until late in the session. 
Admiral Long indicated that he would ac- 
cept the bill with certain amendments, 
which were incorporated in a revised bill 
just before Congress adjourned. This is 
the bill that will come up before the House 
Committee when it meets. 

In the Senate Committee the bill is in 
the hands of the sub-committee of Naval 
Affairs, of which Senator Pepper is chair- 
man. Senator Pepper has indicated that 
he is ready to make a favorable report as 
soon as the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs acts. No serious opposition to the 
bill has developed from the Senate’s side. 


ADMIRAL ROBISON’S CONFIRMATION 
[It is not believed that the threat coming 
“ from the Democratic National Commit- 
tee and from Senator Walsh will prevent 
the confirmation of Rear Adm. John K. 
Robison, Chief of the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing. The attack on Admiral Robison at 
this time is regarded as a political move- 
ment and part of the campaign. 

Even before the investigation occurred 
in the Senate, Admiral Robison was before 
the House Committee and made plain his 
attitude on the oil leases. He went into 
the subject thoroughly and explained the 
plans of the Navy Department and why 
he had recommended the turning over of 
the oil reserve to the Department of In- 
terior. Admiral Robison stated frankly 
that the Navy Department was not 
equipped for the development of oil lands. 
If there was any fraud or deception in 
handling the oil reserves it did not occur 
in the Navy Department. There is nothing 
in all the testimony to indicate that the 
Navy Department or Admiral Rebison was 
responsible for the alleged irregularity. 

When the heat of the campaign is over 
it is not thought that Admiral Robison will 
be held even negligent in turning the prop- 
erty of the Government or even recom- 
mending that the property of the Govern- 
ment be turned over to another depart- 
ment. Especially is this true as the De- 
partment of Interior has handled other oil 
leases and is in charge of all public lands. 
It can not be presumed that Admiral 
Robison should question the integrity of 
another department of the Government, 
and the conviction of former Secretary 
Fall would not in the least reflect upon 
Admiral Robison. 


* LIGHT CRUISER USAGE 

REAR ADMIRAL W. WILLIAMS, U. 

S.N., has raised his flag on the Con- 
cord as commander of the destroyer squad- 
ron of the scouting fleet. It is now the 
established policy to maintain a light crui- 
ser as the flagship of the destroyer squad- 
ron. An experiment of assigning the 
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Omaha to destroyer units as flagship has 
proved to be so satisfactory in the Battle 
Fleet of the Pacific that it has been adopted 
for the scouting fleet. 

This will give the Navy two divisions of 
light cruisers when all of the ten new ships 
are in commission. One division is to 
assigned permanently to the Battle Fleet 
and the other to the scouting fleet. In 
maneuvers and long trips like that to Aus- 
tralia and the one proposed to the West 
Coast of South America, both divisions of 
‘the light cruisers. will usually accompany 
the Battle Fleet. It is possible that most, 
if not all, of the scouting fleet will go with 
the Battle Fleet down the south coast of 
South America. 

The light cruiser has proven to be a 
highly satisfactory type of ship. They 
have more than come up to the expecta- 
tions of the officers of the Navy, who have 
for years been urging their construction. 
Considerable tonnage has been added te 
them above that for which they were 
originally designed. An additional deck has 
been built on the light cruisers and they 
have been equipped with catapaults for 
airplanes. While they are classed as 7500 
tons with their reserve fuel, it is stated 
that they are now tons. Even with 
this additional tonnage it is stated that 
their speed is still up to the requirements 
of the fleet. In rough. weather they are 
faster than the destroyers. 


RADIO GIFTS TO NAVY 


FYEN in accepting gifts the Navy De- 

partment is compelled to devise means 
for economizing in the cost of installing 
radio equipment. Patients at hospitals are 
being employed to assist the regular force 
in installing radio equipment to save a few 
dollars for the Government. 

Recently Roxie and Company donated a 
$125.000 radio material to be installed at 
the Naval Hospital. The work of installing 
this generous gift was initiated at the 
Washington Naval Hospital. 

By employing its own force and with the 
assistance of patients, under the direction 
of radio engineers, the new equipment was 
ss without any cost to the Govern- 
ment, 

The Navy Department has asked other 
hospitals to employ the same system in in- 
stalling radio material which has been 
nated by Roxie and Company.

THE Contract Audit Section of the Fi- 
nance Department has been engaged in 
the audit of production contracts entered 
into by the War Department during the 
World War, and the audit of sales con- 
tracts disposing of property which has 
been declared surplus and which was ac- 
quired during the war. It reports that 
the recoveries up to June 30, 1924, in cash, 
without the necessity of litigation during 
the audit period, have been $4,304,870.57. 
In addition to these direct recoveries, de- 
tailed audit reports in the amount of $12,- 
34,844.11 have been forwarded to the 
General Accounting Office for settlement 
under the provisions of Section 236, Re- 
vised Statutes, as amended by the Act of 
June 10, 1921, and detailed audit reports 
in the amount of $21,603.957.50 have been 
transmitted to the Department of Justice 
for necessary action to protect the United 

States in the premises. 

There has been appropriated by the Con- 


gress for the maintenance and operation 


of this activity, during this period, $1,- 
000.000, of which $871,670.39 was. ex- 
pended. Five hundred thousand dollars 


was also appropriated for the fiscal year 
1925, and this activity is being continued 
during this year. The direct saving to 
the Government with respect to this activ- 
ity is apparent without taking into con- 
sideration recoveries that have been or may 
be made by the General Accounting Office 
and the Department of Justice as the re- 
sult of the audits transmitted to these 
offices. 


NE of the forage sheds at the Presidio 

of Monterey was recently destroyed by 
fire, which was caused by the spreading 
of a fire started by one of the group of oil 
tanks of the Associated Oil Company, hav- 
ing been struck by lightning on September 
14. The amount of forage left on hand 
at the post was only sufficient to feed the 
animals for two days. 

It was impracticable to make local pur- 
chase of forage, due to existing conditions, 
therefore the San Francisco Depot was 
requested by telephone to purchase and 
make shipment of a 15-day supply. The 
purchase was made and inspection and 
shipment under way in less than two hours, 
with the result that the necessary forage 
reached Monterey at 4 P. M., September 16. 


RESENTATION of the silver trophy 
for the championship of the Honolulu 
Sector baseball league and the pennant for 
the Hawaiian Coast Artillery District 
Guard competition were presented to Fort 
Shafter, winners in both competitions, at 
a review held on the main parade ground 
at Fort Shafter on Friday, September 12. 
Brig. Gen. Richmond P. Davis, com- 
manding the district, made the presenta- 


tions. The entire garrison of Fort Shafter, 
consisting of the 64th Coast Artillery and 
the first battalion of the 55th Coast Ar- 
tillery was formed on the parade and the 
winning baseball squad, under Lt. James 
L. Hogan, and the winning guard, under 
Lt. Horace Speed, jr., were marched before 
the command. 

Following the presentation of the 
trophies by the general the command passed 
in review before the district commander 
and the honored detachments. 


NVOLVING a loss of $300,000 to the 
Army here, fire of unknown origin de- 
stroyed a large concrete powder storeroom 
at Schofield Barracks at 3.30 A. M., Satur- 
day, September 13. 

Flames raged for almost two hours be- 
fore the conflagration was brought under 
control, and the fire was unusually spec- 
tacular. Army officials believe that the 
blaze was caused by spontaneous combus- 
tion. 

At an inspection of the powdur stored 
in the building about 10 days ago it was 
pronounced in excellent shape. Explosivn 
of large quantites of powder during the fire 
blew out one complete side of the build- 
ing. The sentry on guard discovered the 
blaze and turned in the alarm. An Official 
investigation has been ordered.

DURING the fiscal year ended June 30, 

1924, the activities of the Supply De- 
partment of the Navy Yard, New York, 
and of the Navy Supply Depot in South 
Brooklyn, continued to be of large propor- 
tions. Taking the™two establishments to- 
gether, there were issued 356,190 items. 
There were received, not including fuel, 
75,432,000 pounds of materials. There 
were issued, not including fuel, 156,928,000 
pounds. The fuel received and issued 
totaled 240,487 long tons. 


THE Disbursing Division of the Bureau 

of Supplies and Accounts is compiling 
a consolidated index of the ten published 
volumes of the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts Memoranda. It is planned to 
make this consolidation so broad in scope 
that, by the addition of other indexes, it 
will be developed eventually into a record 
showing for each subject cross-references 
not only to later Bureau Memoranda but 
to other publications. 


THE Naval Appropriation Bill for the 

fiscal year 1925 authorized a special 
working fund. By means of this special 
working fund, any cash which may be re- 
ceived by a disbursing officer of the Navy 
may be immediately taken up in his official 
accounts as a credit either to the special 
working fund or some other naval appropri- 
ation or miscellaneous receipts. All ex- 
penditures of cash by a disbursing officer 
may be immediately charged either to the 
special working fund or to some other 
naval appropriation. There will be no 
necessity for holding either cash receipts 
or cash expenditures in suspense either 
under “General account of advances” or 
in a special account pending determination 
of the appropriation adjustment. This 
procedure will greatly simplify and facili- 
tate work in disbursing offices in the Navy 
Department and in the General Accounting 
Office in handling and accounting for such 
receipts and expenditures of ou. as well 
as funds advanced by the Treasury to dis- 
bursing officers under “General account of 
advances,” 


HE standing of the vessels of the bat- 
tleships for the battle efficiency 
trophy has been received. The first three 
ships-in this competition are the U.S.S. 
Tennessee, Pennsylvania and Mississippi. 
In addition to their high standing in the 
battle efficiency competition all of these 
vessels are at the very top in athletics,

Due to the low 
draft of the scooter it can operate in very 
shallow water where the ordinary motor 
boat can not go. 


The U.S.S. Canopus and Division 17 
will probably sail September 17th, for 
Asiatic Station; these ships have been de- 
layed by the U.S.S. 8-36 which had not 
completed repairs, 

‘THe U.S.S. Prometheus will be de- 
commissioned 20th September at the 
Navy Yard, Puget Sound, Wash., and the 
new repait ship Medusa commissioned the 
same date.

BE Q. M. C. MONUMENT 


Huge Hawaiian Undertaking 
Testifies to Efficiency 
Of Constructors 


PROUD OF 


OMPLETION next Spring by the Con- 

struction Service, Quartermaster Corps, 
of the Ku Tree reservoir project, whereby 
800,000,000 gallons of water are available 
for use at Schofield Barracks, will mark 
the erection in Hawaii of a permanent 
monument to the efficiency and thorough- 
mess of the Quartermaster branch of the 
Army. The big job of providing barracks, 
camps and cantonments, as well as con- 
structing barracks, quarters, wharves, ware- 
houses, magazines and completing water 
and sanitation projects, among the most 
important to be met by the Army are all 
handled by the Construction Service, Quar- 
termaster Corps. 

The creation of the Quartermaster Corps 
in June, 1775, was for the primary pur- 
pose of precuring housing facilities for 
the troops. Since that time the branch 
has been expanded in its multifarious sub- 
branches, but the quarters and camp main- 
tenance work has continued to be a large 
portion of its work. 

Plans for the Ku Tree project were first 
drawn by two representatives of the Con- 
struction Service, Quartermaster Corps, on 
duty with the Quartermaster General at 
Washington, D. C. These men visited the 
Hawaiian Islands in 1919 and completed 
plans for the project with the assistance 
of local representatives of the construction 
branch. The plans were approved by the 
War Department and appropriations sub- 
sequently made, and actual work was begun 
in 1921. Except for a few minor details 
the completed project will represent the 
original ideas of its creators. 

The location of the dam at Schofield, 
was especially favorable for such a proj- 
ect. Natural guiches in the terrain as- 
sisted greatly in the work, but the project 
called for the placing of some 175,000 
yards of earth in position. This required 
the installation and operation of a 2000 
G. P. M. pumping plant, in itself a cen- 
struction project of no small import. 

In completing the dam it was necessary 
te erect an 80-foot tower to contain the 
control valves. Entrance to the tower is 
by aerial suspension bridge. The com- 

eted dam will be 600 feet in length with 
a spillway at the southern end of 160 feet. 

It is expected that the entire preject 
will be completed by the spring of 1925. 
When connected with the Koolau reservoir 
it will afford a combined capacity of 3490,- 
00@,000 gallons. 

In addition to the Ku Tree reservoir the 
Construction Service in Hawaii has been 
active in erecting field officers’ quarters 
and double non-commissioned officers’ quar- 
ters at Tripler General Hespital, together 
with the installation of a hot-water heat- 
ing ——- for the hospital; an wunder- 
ground telephone conduit at Fort Arm- 
atreng; repairs to the post stables at Fort 
Shafter and constructién of 11 ammunition 

at Fort Ruger, Fort Kamehameha 
and Schofield Barracks.

NAT. GUARD PAY ROLLS 
REVEAL IMPROVEMENT 


MONG the notable improvements made 

in the National Guard is that relating 
to the preparation of returns, reports, pay 
rolls and other paper work. <A _ most 
notable example of this improvement is 
evidenced in the making out of pay rolls 
recently by the National Guard of New 
York, New Jersey and Delaware, located 
in the 2d Corps Area, for Army drill pay 
due them. 

So accurately were the pay rolls made 
out for the quarter ending June 30 last that 
Lt. Col. Hilden Olin, U.S.A., Finance Of- 
ficer, 2d Corps Area, was enabled to make 
payments in July for all payrolls received, 
which amounted to approximately 95 per 
cent. Few units in the area were behind 
in sending their rolls. There were 500 
pay rolls received, and comparatively few 
of them had to be returned for correction. 

Approximately $425,000 was paid in 
July to the National Guardsmen of the 
three States named above, under the di- 
rection of Colonel Olin—quite a tidy sum. 
The Colonel stated that he is very much 
pleased at the improvement shown in the 
making out of the pay rolls, which aids 
prompt payment to the guardsmen. Pay 
rolls made out incorrectly means delay to 
the guardsmen in receiving the pay due 
them, as the rolls must be returned for 
correction. 

Finance officers of the Army are held to 
the most rigid accountability, and they in 
turn must insist on accurate pay rolls 
from the National Guardsmen. 


MILITIA BUREAU CHIEF 
GIVES GUN-FIRE RULES 


M4: GEN. GEORGE C. RICKARDS, 
U.S.A., Chief of the Militia Bureau, 
recently issued the following circular: 

“In connection with recent enunciation 
of instructions from the Secretary of War 
regarding fire by artillery over the heads 
of troops, the following is the application 
thereof, and it is requested that all con- 
cerned be governed accordingly : 

“Firing over the heads of troops involves 
a certain amount of danger to such troops. 
Ammunition now on hand was made dur- 
ing the war, under war-time production 
conditions. Biven under the best of con- 
ditions prematures of both shell and ehrap- 
nel and short-burning of time fuses may be 
expected. Periodic tests are made of all 
ammunition on hand, and all lots which 
are unsafe are eliminated. However, de- 
fective results have followed even where 
ammnnition has successfully passed these 
tests. In order to insure safety with re- 
8 to all ammunition the following 
should be carefully observed : 

“Observing personnel should be adequate- 
ly protected by overhead cover, or moved a 
safe distance to a flank, so as not to be ex- 

to prematures or short-burning fuses. 

‘or troops participating at exercises or 
demonstrations exactly the same precau- 
tions should be observed when artillery fire 
is undertaken. The same precautions 
should be taken with reference to machine- 
gun fire.”

GUARD TO HOLD EXAMS 
FOR U.S.M.A. ENTRANCE 


War Department Desires All 
Eligible Candidates To 
Take Tests 


EXPECT MANY ENTRANTS 


HE entrance examination for appoint- 


ment of enlisted men of the National 
will be 


Guard to the Military Academy, 
held in the several States in November. 


The War Department desires that all en- 
listed men of the Guard who are equipped 
from an educational standpoint be afforded 
the opportunity to take this competitive 
examination. Section II, act of Congress 
approved May 4, 1916, providing for the 
appointment of cadets to the United States 
Military Academy from among the enlisted 
men of the Regular establishment and the 
National Guard reads as follows: 

“That the President is hereby authorized 
to appoint cadets to the United States 
Military Academy from among enlisted 
men in number as nearly equal as prac- 
ticable of the Regular Army and the Na- 
tional Guard between the ages of 19 and 
22 years who have served as enlisted men 
not less than one year, to be selected under 
such regulations as the President may pre- 
scribe; Provided, That the tetal number so 
selected shall not exceed 180 at any one 
time.” 

To be eligible for appointment from the 
National Guard an applicant must be an 
enlisted man of a unit recognized by the 
Federal Government and must, at date of 
admission, be between the ages of 19 and 
22 years and have served as an enlisted 
man in the Guard not less than one year. 
It is not essential that the service shall 
have been continuous; therefore, former 
service in the Guard may be counted in 
determining an _ applicant’s _ eligibility. 
Similarly, service with a National Guard 
organization prior to its recognition by the 
Federal Government may be considered, 
the date of enlistment of the soldier gov- 
erning, and not that of the recognition of 
the unit. Those applicants who contem- 
plate enlisting in the National Guard for 
the purpose of being appointed to the 
Military Academy should do so _ early 
enough to enable them to acquire the year 
of service by the date of admission in the 
year during which they desire to enter. 

For vacancies in the cadetships allotted 
to enlisted men of the National Guard the 
eandidates, not exceeding three for each 
vacancy, will be apportioned in number 
as nearly equal as practicable among the 
States, the Territories, the District of 
Columbia and the Island of Porto Rico, 
according to their enlisted strength. 

With the exception of the candidates 
from the District of Columbia they will be 
selected by the governors from successful 
competitors in a preliminary eramination 
to be held between November 1 and No- 
vember 15 of each year, such examination 
to be of a scope and nature similar to the 
regular examination for entrance to the 
United States Military Academy. The 
candidates from the National Guard of 
the District of Columbia will be similarly 
selected by the commanding general of the 
District of Columbia Militia. 

Each candidate thus selected will be 
authorized by the War Department to re- 
port for the regular Military Academy en- 
trance examination, held in March, which 
he must undergo in competition with the 
entire number of National Guard candi- 
dates, the available vacancies being awarded 
to those physically qualified candidates 
making the highest proficient averages in 
the order of merit established at the last 
mentioned examination, irrespective of the 
State, Territory or District to which their 
organizations may belong. 

The selection being made throughout by 
competition, alternates can not con- 
sidered under any circumstances. For the 
academic year beginning July 1, 1924, 42 
National Guard candidates were found 
qualified and were admitted as cadets to 
the Military Academy. 


369TH INFANTRY, N.Y.N.G.

The new distinctive insignia of the regi- 
ment was worn during the tour of Camp 
Smith.

The success of the work is shown by 
the fact that all the colts being produced 
have found a ready sale. Inspection of 
the Genesee Valley shows that there are 
no four and five year old colts left on hand, 
as the farmers have disposed of them at 
exceedingly high class prices as hunters 
and show horses usually at three years of 
age. 

The work done in Genesee Valley is in 


the nature of cooperative breeding. The 
stallions for such work are furnished by 
The New York Jockey Club and by the 


Remount Service, Q.M.C., and are all ex- 
cellent thoroughbreds. 

The whole breeding program is organized 
into what is known ag the Genesee Valley 
Breeders Association, to which all the 


farmers belong.

OBITUARIES 





MAYES. Col. James J. Mayes, 55, 

Judge Advocate General’s Depart- 
ment, U S. Army, died at Walter Reed 
General Hospital, Wednesday, September 


24, 1924, after an illness of several months. 
Colonel Mayes was widely known to a 
large circle of oflicers with whom he had 
served in the Infantry and in the Judge 
Advocate General's Department, and his 
death will be keenly felt. 

Colonel Mayes was born at Amsterdam. 
Ohio, April 23, 1870, but his parents not 
long thereafter moved to Springfield, Mo. 
where he passed his boyhood. He entered 
the military service as captain, 7th U. 8. 
Volunteer Infantry, June 25, 1898, and was 


mustered out February 28, 1899. He was 
again commissioned captain in the 40th 


U. S. Volunteer Infantry, August 17, 1899. 


and entered the Regular Service as a first 
lieutenant, February 2, 1901. 
He attained the grade of captain, Oc- 


tober 20, 1910; that of major in the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department, December 
10, 1915; lieutenant colonel, December 9, 
1918, and colonel, June 4, 1920. During 
the pacification of Mindanao he saw active 
service against the Moros. In the World 
War he was executive officer of the Judge 
Advocate’s Office at General Headquarters 
at Chaumont, and after the Armistice re- 
mained in France until May of the present 
year engaged in the settlement of claims of 
French citizens arising out of the various 
activities of the American Expeditionary 
Forces. For his work in these respects he 
was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal from the United States and the 
Legion of Honor from the French Govern- 
ment, 

Colonel Mayes received the degree of 
A. B. from Drury College, Springfield, Mo., 
in 1892, and that of A. M. in 1906. Dur 
ing his recent service in France he took a 
course in French law at the Sorbonne and 
received a degree therefor. 

Colonel Mayes is survived by his widow, 
formerly Miss Helen D. Fellows of Spring- 
field, Mo.; four danghters, the Missis 
Dorothy F., Mary Elizabeth, Helen D. and 
Frances I. Mayes; and one Master 
James N. Mayes. 

Colonel Mayes’ funeral took place at 
the Central Presbyterian Church, Wash- 
ington, September 26, and his remains were 
interred at his home at Springfield, Mo.

MAJOR GEN. HELMICK

The bonds comprising the current list of in- 
vestment suggestions are confined entirely to the 
traction industry. Each of the bonds possesses 
a good over-the-counter market or is listed on a 
stock exchange and can be purchased readily through 
any broker or investment firm specializing in 
securities of this character. 

The Canton-Akron Consolidated Railway Com 
pany is controlled by the Northern Ohio Electric 
Corporation, the holding company for the Northern 
Ohio Traction & Light Company. This latter con 
cern guarantees principal and interest on the 
$772,000 of general consolidated 5s, 1933, outstand 
ing. Bonds are secured by a direct mortgage on 
112 miles of track, subject to $855,000 of prior 
lien bonds. Interest charges have been earned 
about 14 times over each year on the average for 
the last five years. The Northern’ Ohio Traction 
& Light Company, the guarantor, owns and operates 
electric power plants serving Akron and a num- 
ber of near-by communities, all the street railway 
lines within the cities of Akron, Canton, Masil- 
lon and the interurban lines between those 
cities and Cleveland on the north, Uhrichsville 
on the south, Revenna on the east and Wads- 
worth on the west, comprising over 245 miles. 
The company also operates motor truck buses 
to supplement city railway service. 

The Cleveland Railway Company operates some- 
thing over 400 miles of street railway lines in 
the city of Cleveland. The company operates un- 
der a franchise which extends until 1944, which 
provides that net earnings in excess of fixed charges 
and 6 per cent. on the capital stock are to be 
used for the reduction of tares or betterment of 
service. The stock is now paying the 6 per cent. 
alloted by the franchise. The interest on the 
first 5s, 1931, has been earned on the average of 
about ten times over each year for the last five 
years. The bonds are outstanding to the amount 
of $5,495,000 secured by a first mortgage on the 
eatire street railway system in Cleveland and on 
all other properties now owned or hereafter ac- 
quired. 

The Grand Kapid Railway Company owns and 
operates the entire electric street railway system 
in Grand Rapids, Michigan, which has a popula- 
tion of 145,000. The $3,200,000 of first mort- 
gage 7s, 1939, are secured by a direct first mort- 
gage lien on 69 miles of electric railway and 
193 street railway cars and all other property 
and franchises of the company. The City Com- 
mission of Grand Rapids placed a valuation of 
$5,500,000 on the property as of January 1, 1922, 
for the purpose of rate making. Subsequent ad- 
ditions to the property since that date have 
brought is valuation up to almost $6,000,000.

The Union Railway of New York operates prac- 
tically the entire surface car mileage in the 
Bronx, New York, and is directly controlled by 
the Third Avenue: System through ownership of 
the capital stock. The first mortgafie 5s, 1942, are 
outstanding in the amount of only $2,000,000 and 
are secured by an absolute first mortgage on all 
properties of the company. The value of the com- 
pany’s assetS is equivalent to nearly $5,000 behind 
each $1,000 of bonds. Independent earnings of 
this line are equivalent to over 7 times the in- 
terest requirements, and with the increase in traf- 
fic, which is predicted will come when the street 
car lines are supplemented by buses, as now con- 
templated, should increase this margin still farther.

The Chicago, North Shore & Milwaukee Railroad 
owns and operates the electric line connecting 
Evanston and Milwaukee, together with several 
branch lines, totaling about 85 miles of road. 
The Company also owns the Chicago & Milwaukee 
Electric Railway Company which holds title to 
the terminal facilities in the city of Milwaukee. 
The first 5s, 1936, are outstanding in an amount 
of approximately $4,000,000. The bonds are se- 
cured by a first mortgage on the entire property 
and by pledge of the entire capital stock the 
Chicago & Milwaukee Railway.

THREE NAVY SHIPS TO 
BE SENT ON SURVEYS 


URING the forthcoming season three 

Naval vessels, viz., the U.S.S. Hanni- 
bal, Nokomis and Niagara, will be em- 
ployed in surveying operations for the 
Hydrographic Office, Navy Department. 

The Hannibal, commanded by Comdr. 
W. T. Conn, U.S.N., will sail from the 
Navy Yard, Philadelphia, on December 10 
and continue the survey of the south coast 
of Cuba at Batabano Bay and the Isle of 
Pines: while the Niagara, Comdr. Paul 
Blackburn commanding, will sail from the 





same yard on October 25 to begin the sur- 
vey of the Gulf of Venezuela. The Noko- 
mis, commanded by Comdr. R. E. Inger- 
soll, U.S.N., will sail from the Philadelphia 
Yard on December 1 and continue the 
survey of the north coast of Cuba in the 
vicinity of Cardenas. 

All of the surveying expeditions will 


be equipped with the most modern instru- 
ments and devices, and the sonic depth 
finder, developed by the Navy for determin- 
ing the depth of water, will be extensively 
used by these vessels. The U.S.S. Aramis 
has been stricken from the Navy list and 
eonverted into a tender to accompany the 
Niagara. Airplanes of the Air Squadrons, 
Scouting Fleet, will visit the areas dur- 
ing the surveying operations and make 
photographs from the air. In the past air 
photographs have proved of valuable as- 
sistance in mapping the shore lines and 
locating shoal spots and deep water chan- 
nels which niay be seen from a high alti- 


tude. 

Steps have been taken to establish a 
jranch Hydrographic Office at Honolulu, 
T. H. The establishment of such an office 


at Honolulu has long been recognized and 
many recommendations have been made by 
the Commandant of the 14th Naval District 
in support of this project. It is pointed 
out by the Naval authorities that about 
700 merchant vessels and many Naval 
vessels call at this port annually from all 
parts of the world, and in view of such 
Naval activity the fullest hydrographic ser- 
vice should be available.
